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Showman not deterred by tough summer 

Vemon hopes rides 
will return to Pleasure 
Park next Easter 


VERNON STUDT, 
the man who 
breathed new life 
into Barry Island’s 
Pleasure Park, says 
he hopes to return 
next year - despite 
enduring a ‘disas¬ 
trous’ summer sea¬ 
son. 

Swansea-born Vemon 
told The GEM: “All I 
can say is that this year 
has been a disaster, 
because of the weather. 

“We only had one 
week of note and that 
was the last week in 
July. 

“We lost four Bank 
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Holidays this year, and 
there’s been no spare 
money around.” 

Vernon emphasised 
that his experience was 
not unique to the Island 
and that colleagues and 
friends in resorts across 
Wales and England had 
suffered from the same 
problems. 

Erom Easter until last 
weekend, Vernon lost a 
total of 17 days and 
those included Bank 
Holidays. 

Vernon is steeped in 
the fairground tradition - 
his great-great Uncle 
Jacob brought rides to 



the Island in the 1800s - 
and he refuses to be 
downhearted by one 
poor summer. 

Vernon has been in a 
lease agreement with Ian 
Rogers, the current 
owner of the Pleasure 
Park, who has had out¬ 
line plans for an indoor 
leisure complex accepted 
by councillors. Detailed 
proposals must be drawn 
up and accepted for a 
redevelopment to go 
ahead. 

Vernon explained: “I 
would like to return next 
year, but it depends on 
how Ian is getting on 
with his planning pro¬ 
posal. 

“I enjoy being in 
Barry and say ‘When the 
sun shines, Barry Island 
shines’. 

“When it’s 70 or 80 
degrees, people flock 
here, but if the weather’s 
bad, it doesn’t matter 
whether it’s Barry Island 
or Timbuktu! 

“I’ve got a good rap¬ 
port with Ian and have 
worked with him for six 
years, so I hope to be 


back next Easter.” 

Ian Rogers told The 
GEM that the disap¬ 
pointing summer illus¬ 
trated more than ever the 
need for an indoor facili¬ 
ty. 

He said: “After a sea¬ 
son like the one we have 
had this year, it is more 
important than ever for 
all the traders that this 
development goes ahead 
sooner rather than later. 

“I’m sure all the 
traders on Barry Island 
think the same.” 

A redevelopment of 
the Pleasure Park is not 
the only entertainment 
complex under consider¬ 
ation on the Island. 

The former Pleasure 
Park co-owner, John 
Collins, is also behind 
the idea of an aquarium 
on Nell’s Point. 

Marco Zeraschi of 
Marco’s Cafe, situated 
on the Island’s prome¬ 
nade, said an indoor 
leisure complex and an 
aquarium could provide 
a solid commercial base 
for the Island for years 
to come.

COUNCIL SHOULD 
SPELL OUT WHY 
SOME ISSUES HAVE 
TO STAY SECRET’ 


Y our article headed 
‘Lease extended on 
the Barry Railway 
project’ (The GEM, 
September 13) includes a 
statement from Coun Neil 
Moore saying the Vale 
Council are legally obliged 
to keep commercially sen¬ 
sitive information private. 

It is at least encouraging to 
see Coun Moore addressing the 
issue of a lack of transparency 
on this matter. 

Many people have no idea 
how to judge whether particu¬ 
lar information is, or is not, 
commercially sensitive, and a 
concern is that some officials 


could find it easier to label 
anything that may be difficult 
for them or the council as com¬ 
mercially confidential. 

Perhaps publicising the cri¬ 
teria used by officials and legal 
advisers would provide some 
reassurance. 

Other problems when using 
the phrase as justification for 
private discussion are, that it 
can mean anything you like, or 
nothing at all - but the conse¬ 
quence is that it trumps, or 
outweighs, public interest. 

In many instances, and cer¬ 
tainly when it comes to the sig¬ 
nificant investment in the 
tourist steam railway, we are 
talking about public funds, yet 
all related decisions appear to 


be taken behind closed doors. 

No one should be allowed to 
spend public money, agree 
public contracts or dispose of 
public assets without telling us 
why. 

It should be done in an open, 
transparent and accountable 
way and hopefully that is the 
intention of the Labour-con- 
trolled cabinet. 

If officials declare commer¬ 
cial sensitivity prevents that, 
then we need an explanation as 
to why it is commercially confi¬ 
dential and not just a sweeping 
generic phrase that explains 
nothing.

- INSISTS PENARTH COUNCILLOR 


A senior Penarth councillor has 
raised strong concerns over plans 
by the Royal Mail to downgrade 
postal collection times from post- 
boxes around the town, labelling the 
decision “a total degradation of 
service by a monopoly player in the 
postal business”. 

Coun Anthony Ernest insisted it would 
cause local businesses an extra headache 
in providing a good service to their clients. 

He said the plans would mean earlier 
collection times, with some boxes in 
Penarth receiving a final clearance as early 
as 4pm compared with the current last col¬ 
lection time of 5.45pm. Others, he said, 
would have at least one hour chopped off 
the time of the last post. 

Coun Ernest, who represents the 
Plymouth Ward on Penarth Town Council, 
told The GEM that the Royal Mail had 
given just 14 days’ notice of the changes 
to collections, “using a cheap paper sticker 
pasted on letter boxes across the town”. 

He said: “This is yet another degrada¬ 
tion of the postal services being forced on 
the long sulfering public of Penarth, who 
saw the final collection from the main 
Albert Road Sorting Office downgraded 
from 7pm to 5.45pm in 2010. 

“Now collection times at all other post- 
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boxes in Penarth are being reduced by a 
huge margin at the latter end of the day. 

“Additionally, the fact that some people 
in outlying areas will not receive their post 
until the afternoon, due to internal ‘sav¬ 
ings’, means that whether one is a business 
or private user of Royal Mail, you will 
effectively receive a greatly reduced level 
of service from September 17 onwards.” 

Coun Ernest, a former member of the 
local Postal and Telecom Advisory 
Committee, which was scrapped by the 
previous government, pointed out that 
many business users relied on late collec¬ 
tions to have time to complete work and 
get their mail off in time to clients across 
the country. 

He said that in the in the days of the 
advisory committee local organisations 
were able to emphasise important issues to 
Royal Mail bosses who attended meetings. 

He added: “ Royal Mail has not carried 
out any consultation whatsoever, as is their 
usual practice, and they are just imposing 
these changes on an unsuspecting public 
without the opportunity of their elected 
representatives being able to suggest posi¬ 
tive alternatives.” 

EFFICIENCY 

The GEM approached the Royal Mail to 


find out why they were carrying out earlier 
collections. 

Its spokeswoman Val Bodden said the 
changes had been introduced to improve 
the service and had been cleared by the 
regulator. 

“We have brought forward the collec¬ 
tion times of some postboxes in the 
Penarth and surrounding postcode areas, 
effective from September 17. 

“These changes were made to improve 
efficiency and quality of service for our 
customers in the competitive market in 
which we now operate and to ensure all 
mail enters our system in time to achieve 
next-day delivery. 

“Customers have been given advance 
notice of these changes which are neces¬ 
sary to ensure that mail arrives at Cardiff 
Mail Centre in time to be dispatched for 
onward delivery across the UK and 
beyond. 

“All the changes are within the final 
collection time specification, agreed with 
our regulator Ofcom 

“Later collections are still made from 
many postboxes, including Cardiff Mail 
Centre, 220 Penarth Road.” 

She added: “Post Office branches also 
accept mail from customers and many 
branches are open later than many of the 
final postbox collection times.”

At one stage, the idea was for 
next year’s carnival to finish at 
Romilly Park, but the old Butlin’s 
site has been chosen because it is 
able to accommodate more vehi¬ 
cles.

Councillor's traffic fears at 
^Super schooV - but council 
insists plans are in place... 


A Dinas Powys councillor 
has told The GEM that for 
the Penarth Learning 
Community project to be a 
success the safety of local 
children and dealing with 
traffic congestion must be 
top priorities. 

The £48million scheme will see 
St Cyres Comprehensive School 
and three special schools, Erw’r 
Delyn, Ashgrove and Ysgol Maes 
Dyfan, form a central learning 
hub. 

Coun Chris Franks said it was 
welcome news that delays on the 
project appeared to be over, but 
added there were fresh hurdles for 
the Vale Council to over-come. 

He said: “I was pleased to speak 
in support of the new school build¬ 
ing at the planning committee 
meeting. 

“There do remain concerns that 
the committee did not fully 
address, the problems associated 
with traffic congestion, access for 
pupils walking to and from Dinas 
Powys, and on site security. 

“There were stark warnings 
from the council’s own highway 
engineers about additional cars 
creating even worse conditions. 

“The Police Crime Reduction 
Unit also made important sugges¬ 
tions that would reduce the scope 


for anti-social and criminal behav¬ 
iour. It is obvious that the Vale has 
failed to properly consult the 
police on safety issues.” 

Coun Franks said one of his 
major concerns was that of young¬ 
sters making their way safely 
home from the Penarth site to 
Dinas Powys. 

He claimed: “The question of a 
safe route for pupils walking to 
school has also been neglected. 

“To ignore the problem of 
young 11-year olds walking home 
along the Ash Path in dark winter 
months is disturbing. 

“The Ash Path is only a metre 
wide with no lighting. Plaid is not 
satisfied that the council has vig¬ 
orously pursued the improvement 
of this route. 

“We are very pleased that plan¬ 
ning has been granted and we 
want to work with the council to 
tackle these outstanding prob¬ 
lems.” 

The director of development 
services at the Vale Council, Rob 
Thomas, insisted that fears over 
congestion had been weighed up. 

“It is clear from the report to the 
planning committee, that the traf¬ 
fic issues associated with the 
development have been carefully 
and fully considered. 

“In addition, it is also relevant 
that planning committee members 


undertook a detailed site visit 
before making a decision on the 
application. 

“The suggestion that the com¬ 
mittee failed to fully address these 
important issues is therefore mis¬ 
leading. 

“In addition, and highly rele¬ 
vant to the progression of the 
scheme, is the fact that the council 
works closely with all schools on 
all aspects of road safety and traf¬ 
fic management and has an estab¬ 
lished track record of delivering a 
programme of road safety educa¬ 
tion and training across all ages. 

“The council is particularly 
eager to work with schools in 
looking at options for engineering 
measures to enhance road safety 
of school children and parents, 
and this is something which will 
be progressed in relation to this 
site. 

“It is recognised also that traffic 
both on site and on the approaches 
to the school will need to be close¬ 
ly managed, and to this end plan¬ 
ning conditions have been 
imposed to establish working trav¬ 
el plans and schemes for the man¬ 
agement of traffic on site. 

“This is also alongside traffic 
calming and footpath improve¬ 
ment works on Sully Road.”

PLANS FOR POWER SCHEME 

ON THE ENGLISH COAST 

Local residents to have 
say on nuclear station 


BARRY residents 
will have the 
chance to voice 
their concerns over 
proposals to build a 
nuclear power sta¬ 
tion at Hinkley 
Point on the 
English coast. 

Its location would be 
just 15 miles from the 
Welsh coast and the 
Leader of the 
Conservatives in Wales 
Andrew RT Davies said 
some people in Barry 
had expressed worries. 

He said: “The appli¬ 
cation is currently with 
the Environmental 
Agency, and while it 
would not sit in south 
Wales, there are clear 
and understandable con¬ 
cerns over the impact 
that it could have on the 


local environment. 
Indeed, this matter has 
been brought to my 
attention by a number of 
residents who are 
extremely worried by 
the prospect of radioac¬ 
tive waste and cooling 
water being disposed of 
in the Bristol Channel. 

“Also of huge con¬ 
cern is the impact that a 
power station of this 
nature could have on 
tourism in the Vale. 

“The station would 
be clearly visible from 
Barry Island and this 
could seriously under¬ 
mine efforts to attract 
visitors to the area, 
including proposals to 
regenerate the leisure 
park in the town.” 

Local residents will 
have the opportunity to 
put their concerns on 


record at a public meet¬ 
ing on September 27. 

Mr Davies added: 
“This proposed develop¬ 
ment will have obvious 
repercussions for local 
residents and the fact 
that it will sit on the 
English coast should by 
no means stop them 


from voicing their con¬ 
cerns. I would strongly 
urge constituents to 
lodge their views for¬ 
mally at this event.” 

The meeting will be 
held at the Barry 
Memorial Hall 
September 27, between 
10am-7pm.

F or many people their educational 
career ended when they completed 
O-Levels or GCSEs.

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HMP PARK IS PUT UNDER THE MICROSCOPE... 

Monitoring board’s report 
gives snapshot of prison life 


THE Independent Monitoring Board has 
published its annual report on HMP and 
YOI Parc. 

HMP and YOI Parc is a category B local estab¬ 
lishment and Young Offender Institution with a small 
Young Person’s Unit and a current operational 
capacity of 1,474, and a maximum capacity of 1,670. 

HMP and YOI Parc opened on November 17, 
1997, and is the only privately run prison in Wales. 

It is managed by G4S Care & Justice Services on 
behalf of the National Offender Management 
Services. 

The board’s overall conclusion was: “HMP and 
YOI Parc is a well-run and safe prison giving prison¬ 
ers and young people the opportunity to develop 
skills and gain qualifications which will assist them, 
once they return to normal life.” 

The board expressed concerns that prisoners and 
wing staff were not always aware of medical and 
dental appointments, and a better communication 
system must be put in place to inform prisoners of 
these. 

The board also noted that, despite the appointment 
of a new Coroner, there are still a number of inquests 
to be heard, one going back to 2009, but the numbers 
are fewer than in previous years. 

The report said: “We urge the Minister to take 
action to resolve this matter so that prisoner’s fami- 
hes can achieve closure.” 

There was praise for the fact that, once again, 
HMP Parc has achieved outstanding results in the 
Koestler Awards - the best ever and the board says 
that this is a tme reflection of the work carried out in 
the creative arts department. 

The report continued: “The horticulture and ani¬ 
mal husbandry departments go from strength to 
strength and it is a pleasure to see the colourful floral 
displays across the establishment. 

“The department consists of a dedicated team of 
staff and prisoners alike, who enjoy a hands on expe¬ 
rience tending the animals, giving prisoners a pur¬ 
pose in life. 

“Parc Supporting Families is an innovative project 
and exists for prisoners resolved to reform their

approach to life, acquire skills for living in the com¬ 
munity and above all to retain family links. 

“It is successfully run by a very dedicated team of 
staff and HMP Parc should be commended for their 
work. They have also been successful in securing a 
lottery bid which will give them £4 milhon-plus over 
the next four years to develop new initiatives.” 

The board concluded: “There is a great deal of 
good work going on at HMP Parc but, as reported in 
previous years, HMP Parc does not always celebrate 
is own successes. 

“More effort is needed to i nf orm the board and 
the local communities of the excellent projects going 
on, and the effect this has on the prison population at 
HMP Parc.” 

The board pointed to other aspects of the prison, 
saying: “Parc is a culturally diverse prison with a 
prisoner Black Minority Ethnic (BME) population of 
11.7 percent. 

“This is an increase of more than two per cent 
from the last report of 9.37 per cent..This is not 
reflective of the population of the local area or of the 
staff profile, which remains at 2.7 per cent.” 

The report said that 4.4 per cent of the current 
prison population were foreign nationals. 

This means that when the report was compiled, 
there are 63 foreign national prisoners, five of whom 
had finished their sentences. 

One prisoner from India was due to return home. 
The other four from haq, Pakistan, Somalia and 
Jamaica remained in custody. 

The board looked at the Young Persons’ Unit, 
which is a 64-bed unit, responsible for housing 15 to 
17-year-olds. The unit has designated staff, trained 
and equipped to work with young people and then- 
needs while in prison. 

The Board reported that the unit is well run, with 
the young people’s interests put first, and said that it 
was monitored closely and was often visited. 

Members of the Board have regularly attended 
monthly safer custody meetings, which look at the 
safety and welfare of prisoners. 


The board said that there were two deaths in cus¬ 
tody during the year [not self-inflicted], the investi¬ 
gations into these deaths are still underway and no 
date has been given for the inquests. 

The report went on: “There has been an increase 
of 173 in the self harm figures compared to the last 
reporting period. Cutting and scratching remain the 
most prolific type of self harm. 

The report said, however, that these figures 
included a number of “prolific self-harmers who 
injure themselves repeatedly”. 

It said: “The Safer Custody Unit (SCU) provides a 
safe and supportive area for prisoners in times of cri¬ 
sis. The aim of the unit is to provide intensive care 
and support for prisoners who need to be relocated 
from a large residential unit to a more intensively 
supported location. 

“A number of interventions are available on this 
unit including yoga, ‘a stop and think’ programme 
for prisoners who have problems controlling their 
emotions or behaviour, emotional freedom tech¬ 
niques, meditation, anger workshops, acupuncture 
and stress management. 

“Animal husbandry (now with the addition of two 
ponies) continues to be of great benefit, especially to 
vulnerable prisoners. 

“The two PAT dogs on the unit are looked after by 
one of the prisoners, one of whom, looking after 
these dogs, commented: ‘These dogs have totally 
changed my life as I had the job of looking after 
them and have done so for seven months. 

“‘The job with the dogs and the trust and respect I 
have from the officers to the managers has enabled 
me to have total control of my hfe.’” 

Turning to the subject of assaults in the prison, the 
board reported: “The number of serious assaults 
committed throughout the year was 27. 

“This is the same as the previous year, despite the 
increase in prisoner numbers. There were 63 assaults 
on staff during the reporting period. 

“The Young Persons Unit provided a dispropor¬ 
tionate number of assaults per prisoner compared to 
the rest of the prison.” 


Council 
launches its 
‘fill potholes’ 
campaign 


THE Vale Council 
has launched a 
campaign aimed at 
tackling pot holes in 
the Vale by blitzing 
one area every 
weekend. 

The Dyfan ward in 
Barry has been selected 
as the first, and council 
highway maintenance 
officers will be there on 
September 28-29. 

The 12-month cam¬ 
paign is called ‘the BIG 
Fill’, and residents in are 
being asked to tell high¬ 
ways staff about pot¬ 
holes in their area. 

A council spokes¬ 
woman said: “You can 
do this by checking the 
BIG Fill’s weekend 
schedule to see when the 
council is visiting that 
area on www.vale- 
ofglamorgan.gov.uk or 
look out for details in the 
local press. 

“Telephone 01446 
700111 and tell them 
you’re reporting a pot¬ 
hole under ‘The BIG 
Fill’ campaign, email us 
at thebigfill@vale- 
ofglamorgan.gov.uk, or 
use the interactive map 
on www.valeofglamor- 
gan.gov.uk 

“The team will be tak¬ 
ing bids to have potholes 
fixed in the Dyfan ward 
between Monday, 
September 24, and 


Friday, September 28. 

“Any outstanding pot¬ 
holes will be added to 
the team’s weekday 
schedule or included in 
the council’s three-year 
road resurfacing plan.” 

The Council’s opera¬ 
tional manager for high¬ 
ways and engineering, 
Andrew Loosemore, 
said: “In our recent pub¬ 
lic opinion survey, some 
residents said they were 
fed up with the state of 
the Vale’s roads. 

“Our highways teams 
already work on the 
roads from Monday to 
Friday. But now we are 
specifically targeting 
potholes on weekends.” 

“During ‘The BIG 
Fill’ campaign we are 
hoping to make a sub¬ 
stantial improvement to 
the roads by specifically 
targeting areas and 
attending to many pot¬ 
holes and road defects. 

“So, next time you 
find a pothole in the 
road, let the team know 
and we’ll fix it as soon as 
we can.” 

The spokeswoman 
said that The Vale 
Council has approved 
borrowing of up to £6.7 
million over the next 
three years in line with 
the Welsh Government’s 
Borrowing Initiative to 
pay for the programme..

THE RSPCA has warned 
pet owners about a rise in 
reported cat poisonings it 
has received across Wales 
in recent weeks. 

In one of the latest incidents, 
in Pontyclun this month, three 
cats belonging to the same fami¬ 
ly died of suspected anti-freeze 
poisoning. 

Two other incidents were in 
the small Pembrokeshire village 
of Camrose, where a family’s 
three cats have been poisoned, 
and in New Inn, Pontypool, 


where a woman recently suf¬ 
fered the death of her cat due to 
poisoning, only months after her 
other cat died in the same way. 

An RSPCA spokesman said: 
“In all these incidents, the 
RSPCA has been given anecdotal 
evidence of many other cats that 
have been fatally poisoned in 
these areas.” 

Another case was in Port 
Talbot in August, where two cats 
died, and in Caldicot in the same 
month, two cats belonging to 
Mandy Blackwell also died. 

On Thursday, August 23, 


Mandy noticed that Luigi was 
very lethargic and unable to bear 
his own weight. She took him to 
a veterinary surgery who pre¬ 
scribed medication. 

Early next morning his condi¬ 
tion deteriorated and he went 
into spasm. Luigi was rushed to 
the vets and died a few hours 
later. 

While she was at the surgery, 
Mandy received news that her 
other cat. Lucky, was unwell and 
her neighbour was bringing her 
in. Lucky was displaying the 
same symptoms as Luigi and 


died the same day. 

The RSPCA superintendent 
for Wales, Martyn Hubbard, said: 
“The deaths are highly suspi¬ 
cious and disturbing. We need 
the public to come forward with 
more information. 

“Anti-freeze is very toxic to 
cats and sadly once ingested they 
suffer from kidney failure within 
a few days. 

“Cats like its sweet taste and 
don’t have to ingest much for 
them to become seriously ill. 
Effective treatment is only avail¬ 
able if caught within the first 24 


hours but this is not normally 
possible, as the cat shows no 
sign of being unwell within this 
time. 

“By the time the cats show 
signs of illness, there is nothing 
that can be done to save them. 

“We would also ask perpetra¬ 
tors to be aware that deliberate 
poisoning using anti-freeze could 
mean a £20,000 fine and/or six 
months in prison under the 
Animal Welfare Act.” 

“Owners should be vigilant 
and contact a vet immediately if 
they suspect that their pet may 


chemical, or if they see any 
warning signs or symptoms. 

“The sooner the animal is 
treated, the better the chances of 
survival.” 

If anyone has any information 
about this incident, or any relat¬ 
ed incidents in the area, they are 
urged to contact the RSPCA cru¬ 
elty and information line on 
0300 1234 999.

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VALE-BASED CHARITY PLANS 

ITS BIGGEST CAMPAIGN YET! 


Report by PHILIP IRWIN 


IT is nine years since Cowbridge resi¬ 
dent Ray Murray was told by his sur¬ 
geon that there was a new laser machine 
available that could make operations on 
men with an enlarged prostate much, 
much easier. 

The consultant in urology at the Princess of 
Wales Hospital, Andy Thomas, explained that a 
Green Light Laser machine could vaporise tissue 
in an enlarged prostate, and could do so without 
any of the complications that could arise when a 
patient had conventional surgery. 

The cost of the machine was £140,000, so Ray 
discussed it with his wife Lyn, the headteacher at 
Pendoylan Primary, and together with Andy 
Thomas, they formed the charity GLAZE. 

Ray said: “We were fortunate that the then 
Mayor of Bridgend County Borough, Coun Doug 
John, made it his mayoral charity that year. 

“It raised the profile and it helped with the 
fundraising efforts.” 

The GEM was there when the charity was 
launched, in December 2003, and the fundraising 
team proved very professional. 

Before the year 2004 was out, Andy Thomas 
had that laser machine, and has since performed 
1,100 operations using the machine. 

Ray said that he thought the campaign had 
forced a rethink in the NHS trust, and in the end, 
the hospital had found some funding and had paid 
a share of the cost.. 

Since then, GLAZE has continued to fundraise 
to help with running costs, and the Princess of 
Wales has become a centre for teaching the use of 
the green light laser. 

Surgeons come from all over the UK, and from 
Europe and the sub-Continent, to be trained by 
Andy Thomas. Apart from Bridgend, the only 
other green light laser teaching hospitals in Europe 
are the Royal Marsden and Madrid. 

In fact, Andy Thomas has recently been appoint¬ 
ed to head an international trial, comparing the 
outcome of the treatment to the more conventional 
TUPE surgical option, and he is now working with 
American and Swiss surgeons on that trial. 

Ray said: “There is now a second machine at the 
Princess of Wales, specifically for the trial, and we 
are hoping to hang on to it when the trial is fin¬ 
ished.” 

In 2009, GLAZE expanded into a new area, 
launching a prostate cancer awareness campaign, 
with a website, www.whatsyourpsa.com 

This particular campaign seeks to remind men 
that, once they are over 50, they are entitled to a 
PSA test, which could pick up early signs of 
prostate cancer. 

They soon had help from an unexpected quarter. 

Ray explained: “The Welsh Rugby Union

offered to help and the Welsh team were pho¬ 
tographed with a banner containing the web 
address, and the number of hits went through the 
roof.

Now, Ray Murray has expanded into a new area 
- a campaign to bring a high technology robotic 
surgery treatment to Wales, under the banner of 
‘Prostate Cymru’. 

He can quote the example of men like Dai John 
of Caerwent, who says it is time that robotic sur¬ 
gery, which is widely available in England, is 
offered on the NHS in Wales. 

Prostate Cymru has launched its Operation 
Robot campaign to raise £L7m to fund the estab¬ 
lishment of Wales’s first specialist Robotic 
Urological Surgery facility. 

At the moment, Welsh men who want robotic 
surgery, which is less invasive than a conventional 
operation, have to pay an average of £15,000 for 
private treatment at hospitals in England or abroad 
. Prostate Cymru condemns the situation as “gross¬ 
ly unfair”. 

Mr John, 56, was diagnosed with prostate cancer 
in June 2011 and was given treatment options of 
radiotherapy, brachytherapy or surgery. 

He said: “I read up about all options and decid¬ 
ed I wanted robotic keyhole surgery because I was 
convinced that it offered me a better experience, 
with the least potential after effects. 

“However, I was told there was no such facility 
in Wales and I was very unlikely to get the opera¬ 
tion funded by the Welsh NHS. 

“So, I arranged a consultation with a specialist 
in Bristol and I had the operation privately, in an

NHS hospital with NHS equipment. It cost me 
more than £13,000. 

“The operation went fine and I was home the 
next day. My outcome has been fantastic, with no 
significant after affects. 

“If I had lived six miles further east - over the 
border in England - the same procedure with the 
same surgeon would have been free!” 

It means, ironically, that Welsh men who go pri¬ 
vate are contributing to the running costs of the 
NHS in England! 

Prostate Cymru chairman Ray Murray said: 
“Every year hundreds of men in Wales are told 
they have prostate cancer, and in many cases, 
they’ll require surgery. 

“Robotic urological surgery is now routine in 
many countries. And although it doesn’t guarantee 
a better outcome in the long-term, it offers a num¬ 
ber of benefits to patients. 

“It’s minimally invasive and so causes less trau¬ 


ma, requires shorter hospital stays, and there’s less 
risk of complications such as impotence and incon¬ 
tinence. 

“The situation in Wales is grossly unfair. That’s 
why Prostate Cymru has launched Operation Robot 
- to help bring the American-developed Da Vinci 
Robotic Laparoscopic System to Wales. 

“We all know that public money is very tight, so 
Prostate Cymru wants to help raise the funds for 
our first Welsh robot via our Operation Robot cam¬ 
paign. 

“It’s expensive, and so as a first step we need to 
raise awareness and get public backing. There are 
dozens of these machines in England. 

“Surely we can bring one to Wales.” 

Mr Murray said that the Welsh Da Vinci robot 
wouldn’t only be used for prostate surgery. It will 
also be available for other surgery for men and 
women. 

He added: “Robotically assisted surgery is the 
future for medical treatments and Operation Robot 
needs the support of the public, if we are going to 
bring this surgery to Wales. 

“Operation Robot aims to gain supporters who 
will hold fund-raising events throughout Wales, 
and we accept donations from well-wishers.” 

The campaign has already attracted support 
from the Vale MP, Alun Cairns, who said: “Men 
everywhere deserve quality prostate cancer care, 
and I will do all I can to ensure this is possible for 
us in Wales. 

“It’s important that the Welsh Government work 
closely with their colleagues in England to devel¬ 
op, implement and invest in prostate care in Wales, 
so that patients here can get the best care and sup¬ 
port.” 

“I’d urge everyone to support Prostate Cymru 
and its campaign Operation Robot - to help bring 
the American-developed Da Vinci Robotic 
Laparoscopic System to Wales.”

Eollowing a 
break for lunch, the 
team travelled to other 
schools and orphanages 
where the focus was on 
craft, art and sporting 
activities. 

These venues provide 
support for deaf, dumb, 
blind and orphaned chil¬ 
dren, and adults with 
learning difficulties. 
Once back at the charity 
house where they all 
stayed, the students’ 
work started again with 
planning for the next 
day’s activities and 
teaching. 

The trip was a very 
rewarding and emotion¬ 
al experience for every¬ 
one. Since returning, 
the students have con¬

Dredd packs a punch! 

- and delivers impressive slice of action 


T here can 
be nothing 
worse than 
seeing a fictional 
character you 
know and love 
butchered when 
they make their 
way onto the silver 
screen. Fans of 
Batman, The 
Phantom and He- 
Man know the 
pain, as do fans of 
2000 AD’s Judge 
Dredd. 

The 1995 outing that 
starred Sylvester 
Stallone was not only 
an awful film, but was 
also an affront to the 
character so beloved 
by the rabid readers of 
the comic; 17 years 
later, along comes 
Dredd in an attempt to 
restore balance. 

Karl Urban plays the 
titular lawman, who 
along with rookie 
judge Anderson (Olivia 
Thirlby) find them¬ 
selves facing the ire of 
a tower block of over 
75,000 people when 
they get caught up in 
the dealings of the Ma- 
Ma clan, led by Ma- 
Ma herself (Lena 
Headey); will Dredd 
be able to dispense his 


brand of justice to save 
the day? 

If anyone caught 
The Raid earlier this 
year, then they will 
have been impressed 
by the economy of a 
story that saw police 
take on a tower block 
full of criminals in 
order to uphold the 
law; if those same peo¬ 
ple came into Dredd, 
then they would almost 
certainly be experienc¬ 
ing a sense of deja-vu, 
the plots unerringly 
similar. 

But while The Raid 
was a low-budget mar¬ 
vel, the one thing it 
didn’t have was the 
history and presence of 
the character of Judge 
Dredd - and taken on 
its own terms, Dredd is 
a hard-hitting, visceral 
delight of a film that 
will satisfy action 
junkies as much as the 
die-hard fans who have 
been waiting to see 
their idol done correct¬ 
ly on film. 

The ace in the hole 
is Karl Urban, an actor 
who is very underval¬ 
ued, and who here 
delivers an outstanding 
central performance as 
Dredd. 

The key to the char¬ 
acter is his slavish

devotion to upholding 
the law and dispensing 
justice, and Urban’s 
stoic solid turn lilfts 
the film, despite the 
character’s limited 
charisma. 

Instead, the main 
draw is his resolve and 
determination, some¬ 
thing Urban skillfully 
conveys from under 
the helmet (that, thank¬ 
fully, stays on for the 
duration of the film). 

Alongside him, 
Olivia Thirlby makes a 
satisfying conduit for 


the audience, the film 
being told very much 
through her eyes as we 
see how lethal Dredd 
can be. 

The actress is more 
noted for roles in the 
likes of Juno, however, 
she shows some 
impressive action 
chops here and makes 
for a ballsy heroine 
when given the chance 
to shine. 

The film is carried 
very much on the 
shoulders of these two, 
but the likes of Lena 
Headey, Domnhall 
Gleeson and Wood 
Harris all shine when 
required, all menace 
and violence. 

Director Pete Travis 
doesn’t have the most 
starry of CVs, but 
showed his potential 
with the enjoyable 
Vantage Point four 
years ago; here his 
direction is brutal and 
hard, the film reeking 
of violence and malev¬ 
olence but shot 
through with a keen 
eye for style. 

The 3D is well 
done, bringing the film 
to vivid life, while the 
slo-mo drug scenes are 
similarly gorgeous and 
bloody to look at, the 
film looking gritty and 


realistic. 

It’s a tone used by 
Alex Garland’s script, 
the film cleaving as 
close to reality as pos¬ 
sible, and also feeling 
well-suited to the char¬ 
acter of Dredd. 

Yes, the plot is as 
simplistic as they 
come, and would work 
as well on a games 
console as on the big 
screen, but it ticks all 
the boxes and doesn’t 
fall short in any of 
them. 

For fans of 2000 
AD’s star character, 
this is no doubt the 
film they really wanted 
to see and they will be 
more than sated by 
what is offered - hope¬ 
fully, this will be the 
start of more Dredd on 
the big screen. 

VERDICT: A gritty, 
hard-hitting delight, 
Dredd delivers in style. 
Winning lead turns, in 
particular from lead 
Karl Urban, and strong 
direction from Pete 
Travis make this a 
strong adaptation of a 
cult character and well 
worth watching. 
Recommended.

Prisoner attacked staff 
member with pool ball 


A MEMBER of the securi¬ 
ty staff of Parc Prison, 
Bridgend, was the victim 
of a sustained attack by an 
inmate, it was stated at 
Cardiff Crown Court. 

Raj Singh, 19, threw a pool ball 
at the victim and threatened him 
with a pool cue. At the time, 
Singh was serving a sentence for 
assaulting a prison officer at 
another establishment. 

Singh (19) of Ilford,, Essex, 
was jailed for a total of 20 months 
after being convicted of assault 
and causing actual bodily harm. 

Judge Patrick Curran said: 
“Plainly, this was a serious 
offence and to some extent it was 


premeditated, involving two 
weapons. 

“Your record is very bad 
indeed. You are plainly a violent 
young man and officers deserve 
and will receive the protection of 
the court.” 

Prosecutor Gareth James said 
that on April 23, officer Davey 
Thomas was on duty in an area 
where prisoners were having 
association. 

Singh demanded that he be 
allowed to return to his cell to use 
the lavatory, but he was told it 
was not possible. 

Singh responded by 
saying:“You can’t do that to me,” 
and made threats, adding: “If you 
don’t open it. I’ll smash you up.” 


Singh punched Mr Thomas to 
the head and he then picked up a 
pool ball and threw it at the offi¬ 
cer, striking him on the back of 
the head. 

Singh then grabbed the pool 
cue and used it in a threatening 
m a nner. 

Mr Thomas was taken to the 
Princess of Wales Hospital and 
treated for a head injury. 

James Haskell, representing 
Singh, said: “He has grown up, 
though he has spent most of the 
last four years in prison. 

“He wants to make a fresh 
start, and acknowledges this was 
utterly stupid.” 


Wildmill man 
with ^appalling 
record’ is jailed 


Young man with 
knife scared 
local residents 


POLICE found a 
jemmy and other 
tools, plus drugs, 
when they searched 
a man in Bridgend. 

Christopher Badman 
(33) of Tremgarth, 
Wildmill, described as 
having “an appalling 
record” was jailed for 14 
months at Cardiff Crown 
Court. 

He had been convict¬ 
ed by Vale magistrates of 
having items for the use 
in the course of theft, 
possessing Valium, and 
being in breach of a sus¬ 
pended sentence for bur¬ 
glary. 

Prosecutor John 
Probert said that on 
August 12, police spot¬ 
ted B adman in Park 
Street, Bridgend, 

searched his rucksack 
and found tools and 
drugs. 

He was clearly intoxi¬ 
cated and said: “Look, 
I’ve been evicted. Just 
lock me up.” 


He denied that the 
tools were for an unlaw¬ 
ful purpose. 

The court heard he 
had 66 previous convic¬ 
tions for theft and bur¬ 
glary. 

His last conviction 
involved burgling the 
premises of Bridgend 
County Show, when he 
damaged a computer. 

He was identified on 
the CCTV system. 

His counsel, Hilary 
Roberts, said: “His crim¬ 
inal background is a 
great concern. He was 
once injured in a car 
crash, and suffered a 
slipped disc. 

“He was just not able 
to cope and suffered 
depression. He is dis¬ 
gusted at what he has 
done, and was not think¬ 
ing straight.” 

Recorder David 
Miller said: “You leave 
me with no choice. You 
have but one thing in 
mind, to steal.” 


ARMED with an 
electric sheer blade 
and a kitchen knife, 
a young man scared 
residents in a street, 
it was stated at 
Cardiff Crown 
Court. 

Matthew Roberts (22) 
of Cadogan Street, 
Nantymoel, admitted 
using threatening words 
and behaviour and pos¬ 
sessing an offensive 
weapon. 

Prosecutor Tony 
Trigg said that in the 
early hours of one morn¬ 
ing recently, Roberts, 
who was drunk, went to 
Brooklands Terrace, 
Nantymoel, and awak¬ 
ened neighbours. 

He was carrying an 
electric sheer blade and 
without success, he tried 
to get into two parked 
cars. He was seen to 
“stumble off’, but 
returned holding the 
blade and knife and said 


to residents: “Come 
down here.” 

There was a struggle 
and Roberts was 
restrained until the 
police arrived. 

The entire incident, 
said Mr Trigg, lasted 
about an hour. 

Roberts’ counsel, 
Hugh Wallace, said: 
“Clearly there are 
aggressive features, and 
his father is very con¬ 
cerned at his behaviour.” 

Judge Eleri Rees, 
said: “I am concerned 
for the protection of the 
public.” 

Sentence was 

adjourned for a psychi¬ 
atric report and Roberts 
was remanded in cus¬ 
tody.

Man ‘in a frenzy’ 
after ‘flirting’ row 


A PART-TIME fire fighter 
attacked a friend who had 
been ‘flirting’ with his girl¬ 
friend, Cardiff Crown Court 
was told. 

Matthew Newton (27) of Bryn 
Road, Bridgend, a man with no previ¬ 
ous convictions, was jailed for a year 
with the sentence suspended for two 
years, ordered to carry out 300 hours 
unpaid work, and ordered to pay 
£1,200 costs. 

He had pleaded guilty to inflicting 
grievous bodily harm on David Ralph. 

Recorder Jonathan Eerris said: 
“This was a sustained assault. You 
kicked him to the head several times, 
there was a degree of premeditation 
and you were intoxicated.” 

He added: “I accept there was some 
provocation when an explicit sexual 
reference was made to your girlfriend. 
You understand you were very close 
to going to prison.” 

Prosecutor Peter Davies said Mr 
Ralph had been at Ogmore Vale Non- 
Political Club when he spoke to 
Newton, who was taking part in a 
snooker tournament. 

He left his girlfriend for a short 


time, and Mr Ralph began flirting 
with her, saying:“I wish you were not 
with Matthew. You are stunning.” 

Mr Ralph then went home, but at 
3 am, Newton arrived and said he was 
upset at what had happened. Mr 
Ralph apologised, and Newton 
grabbed him, dragged him down a 
flight of stone steps and kicked him 
many times to the head. 

At one time, Mr Ralph’s mother put 
her body over her son to protect him, 
and shouted for help. 

Newton was described as “being in 
a frenzy”. Mr Ralph suffered a broken 
bone in his right hand, and injuries to 
his face, elbow, forearm and back. 

Newton’s barrister, Claire Wilkes, 
said: “He had been drinking, and has 
never behaved in this way before. 
What took place is something he is 
not proud of. 

“Referees speak of him in glowing 
terms. His parents recently fell on bad 
financial times, and he looks after 
them. That is the real Matthew 
Newton.” 

Ms Wilkes said he was currently 
suspended by the Eire Service.

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The frugal Skoda makes 
rivals ‘Green’ with envy! 


A FRIEND of mine 
reckons all cars are 
the same these days 
and that they don’t 
have the character 
of the old ones. 

While he might be 
right in terms of the clas¬ 
sic look, feel and sound, 
there are so many more 
choices available now 
from hatchback to estate, 
electric to diesel. 

Most budgets are 
catered for too, although 
some might argue driv¬ 
ing is still a rich person’s 
pursuit. Today’s manu¬ 
facturers take the envi¬ 
ronment into considera¬ 
tion, too, none more so 
than Skoda with its Fabia 
Greenline II estate. 

Under £15,000 brand 
new, this small five-door 
vehicle will easily trans¬ 


port five adults and their 
luggage. Nothing 

ground-breaking about 
that, but it returns 83mpg 
(combined) and produces 
just 89 g/km C02 so 
there’s no road tax to 
pay. 

In fact, it is the most 
frugal Skoda ever with 
reports that it is capable 
of travelling more than 
1,200 miles on a single 
45 litre tank of diesel - to 
be precise, 1,246 miles 
for no more than £65. 

This phenomenal 
achievement is down to 
its three cylinder 1.2 TDi 
engine, which is surpris¬ 
ingly engaging to drive. 

Energy recovery sees 
the chirpy little car con¬ 
vert kinetic energy back 
into usable electricity, 
either stored in the bat¬ 
tery or immediately used

again by the vehicle’s 
electrical components. 

It’s aerodynamic, has 
low profile tyres with a 
higher prescribed air 
pressure to reduce fric¬ 
tion, engine stop-start 
and gear change recom¬ 
mendations.The engine 
stop-start is one of the 
best I have come across, 
cutting the engine dead at 
traffic lights and traffic 
jams every single time 
and starting back up 
immediately. 

This is a complete 
contrast to the stop-start 
system found on a Fiat 
500 for instance, which is 
temperamental, to say the 
least. I like the Skoda’s 
traditional handbrake.

But from the side, this 
estate’s design is pretty 
uninspired - although its 
chrome grille is distinc¬ 
tive. We’ve come to 
expect high build quality 
from Skoda and you 
won’t be disappointed as 
you can see by watching 
the video at 
testdrives.biz. Although 
the interior is perhaps a 
little bland there are good 
equipment levels and 
soundproofing. 

The black upholstered 
seats are both comfort¬ 
able and supportive. 
There’s even air condi¬ 
tioning. 

A criticism is that the 
cruise control function 
could be improved, as the 
switch to increase and 
decrease the speed sits at 
the end of the indicator 
stalk on the left of the 
steering wheel. If the 
driver is too vigorous in 
their pressing, they inad¬ 
vertently engage the indi¬ 
cators. 

A button on the steer¬ 
ing wheel, in the same 
way as that found in 
Volvo, Renault and oth¬ 
ers would be more user- 
friendly. 

What really appeals to 
me about the Skoda 
Fabia Greenline II is that 
it enables drivers to be 
eco-friendly, without hit¬ 
ting them in the pockets 
in the way that hybrids or 


entirely electric offerings 
do - for me these current¬ 
ly fail in terms of cost 
and practicality and the 
Greenline II wins hands 
down.

CARDBOARD can now 
be recycled at four of the 
Vale Council’s commu¬ 
nity household sites. 

Now that eight 1,100 
litre recycling bins (two 
per site) have been 
added, cardboard pack¬ 
aging can now be taken 
to Barry Waitrose, Barry 
Morrisons, Cowbridge 
Town Hall and Penarth 
Clijf Tops ‘community 
bring bank sites’ to be 
recycled. 

Vale bring bank sites 
also accept materials 
such as textiles, books, 
cans and plastic. Paul 
Beck of Biffa said: “The 
cardboard banks have 
already received a posi¬ 
tive response from the 
public, with people say¬ 
ing they would use them 
from now on. 

“We hope that if they 
are used correctly (that 
is, not contaminated with 
other items) we can 
introduce more at other 
sites in the future. 

“People were previ¬ 
ously leaving cardboard 
on the ground - which 
was in fact fly-tipping - 
and that was causing a 
dangerous trip hazard. 
Bring banks are for 
householders ’ recycling 
(not commercial) only 
and all items should be 
posted properly. ”

chicken was moist and 
tender, and the thick 
creamy sauce stmck the 
right note with its spici¬ 
ness. It was neither too 
hot, nor too mild. 

I selected the king 
prawn korma at £7.50 
because I’m not a huge 
fan of hot dishes. It con¬ 
tained lots of large juicy 
prawns in a wonderful 
thick, mild and creamy 
sauce with overtones of 
coconut. This made it 
very mild and sweet. 

We also shared a 
shakoti gosht dish at 
£5.95. This was a hotter 
dish than I’m used to 
and is lamb cooked in a 
coconut and almond 
sauce. 


The lamb was succu¬ 
lent, and for those that 
like a kick in the taste- 
buds it hit the spot. 

We had a selection of 
side dishes to comple¬ 
ment the meal, my 
wife’s favourite being 
the peshwari pulao at 
£2.70 - it’s a pulao rice 
cooked with grated 
coconut. 

I like spinach so I 
plumped for the palak 
bhaji spinach at £2.25 

The servings were 
more than generous, and 
would have been enough 
for three people. There 
was also a fantastic array 
of main and side dishes 
available. 

The service was 


excellent with helpful, 
friendly staff - all in
